in the field, now that they have returned
to civil pursuits we need their support in
our efforts o restore the Government and
rpetunte peace. 8o far as the Exceutive
epartment is concerned, the effort has
been made to restore the Union, to heal
the breach, to pour oil into the wounds
which were consequent upon the struggle,
and (to speak in common phrase) to pre-
pare, as the learned and wise physician
would, a plaster,healing in character and co-
extonsive with the wound. We thought,
and we think, that we had partiall y suceeed
ed; but as the work progresses, as reconcili-
alion seemed to be taking lace, and the
country was becoming re-united, we found
a disturbing and marring clement opposing
us, In alluding to the eloment I shall g0
no further than your Convention and the
distinguished gentleman who hus delivered
to me the report of its proceedings. I shall
make no reference to it that I do not be-
lieve the time and the occasion justify.

We have witnessed in one department
of the Governmeat, as it were, a body call
ed, or which assumes to be the Con zress of
the United States, while in fact it is a
Congress of only part of the States. We
have seen this Congress pretend to be for
the Union, when its very step and act ten
ded to perpetuate disunion, and make a
disruption of the States inevitable., In-
stead of promoting reconciliation and har-
mony, its legislation has partaken of the
character of penaltics, retaliation and re—
venga. This has been the course and the
policy of one portion of your Government.
The humble individual who now addresses
you stands as the represcutative of another
department of the Government. The man-
ner in which he was called npon to oceupy
that position I shall not allude to on thiy
occasion. - Suffice it to say that he is here
under the Constitution of the country, and
being here by virtue of its provisions, he
takes his stand upon that charter of our
liberties as the great rampart of civil and
religious liberty, Having been taught in
my early life to hold it sacred, and having
done so during my whole publie carcer, |
shall ever continue to reverence the Cop -
stitution of my fathers, and to make it my

1 know it has been said;(and I must he
permitied to indulge in the remark)
that the Executive Department of the
Governinent has been despotie and tyranni-

Let me ask this audience of distin-
guished gentlemen o point to a vote I ever
gave, to a speech I'ever made, to a si:uie
act of my whols public life that has not
been against tyranny and despotism. What
position have I ever occupied— what

round have I over assumed where it ean
gﬂ truthfully charged that I failed to advo.
cata the amelioration aud elevation of the
great masses of my countrymen ?

8o far as charges of this kind are con-
eerned, they are only to delude the ublic
mind into the belief that it is mot the de-
signing wen who make such accusations,
but some one clse in power, who is usurp-
ing and trampling upon the rights and per-
verting the principles of the Constitution.
It is done by them for the purpose of cov-
ering their own aects—and I have felt it
my duty, in vindication of prineiples, to
call the attention of my countrymen to
their proceedings. When we cone to ox-
smine who has been playing the part of
the tyrant, by whom do we find despotism
exercised ?  As to myself, the eloments of
my nature, the pursuits of my life, have
not made me, either in my feclings or in
my praetice, oppressive. My nature, on

| have secn a Congress that seemed to forget

the eontrary, is rather defensive in its

character. But hlvinf taken my stand
upon the broad principles of liberty and
the Constitution, there is not rowcr enough
on carth to drive me from it! (Loud and
prolonged cheering.) Having placed my-
self’ upon that broad platform, I have not
been awed or dismayed, or intimidated by
cither threats or encroachments ; but hm{e
stood there, in conjunction with patriotic
spirits, sounding the tocsin of alarm when
I deemed the citadel of Liberty in danger.
[Great applause.]

I said on a previous occasion, and repeat
now, that all that was necessary in this
great contest against tyranny and despot.
ism was that the struggle should be sufli-
ciently uudible for the Awerican people
to hear nud properly understand the issues
it involved. They did hear, and looking
on and secing who the contestants were
and what the struggle was about, deter-
mined that they would settle this question
on the side of the Constitution and of prin
eiple. [Cries of “That’s s0,” and applause.]
I proclaim here to-day, as I have on pre-
vious occasions, that wy faith isin the
great mass of the people. In the darkest
moment of this strugele, when the clouds
secemed to be most lowering, my faith, in-
stead of giving way, loomed up through
their gloom : for, beyond, I saw that all
would be well in the end. My country-
men, we all know that, in the langnage of
Thomas Jefferson, l{l‘ulllly and despotism
can be exercised and exerted more effect-
ually by the many than the one. We have
seen Congress pradually encroach step by
step upon constitutional rights, and violate,
day after day and wonth aflter wonth, fun-
damental prineiples of the Government.—
E(!rics of “That's s0,” and applause.] We

that there was u limit to the sphere and
scope of legislation, We have seen a Con-
gress in a minority assume to cxercisc
power which, if allowed to be consummat-
ed, would result in despotism or monarchy
itself. [Enthusiastic applause] This is
truth; and because others, as well as myself,
have seen proper to appeal to the patriot.
ism and republican feeling of the country,
we have been  denounced in the severest
terms. Slander upon slander, vituperation
upon vituperation, of the most virulent
character, has made its way through the
press.  What, wentlemen, has been your
and my sin?  What has been the eause of
our offending? T will tell you. Daring
to stand by the Constitution of our fathers!

Mr. Chairman, I consider the proceed.
ings of this Convention equal to, if not
more important than those of any Conven
tion that cver assembled in the United
States, [Great applause]] When T look
upon that colleetion of cifizens, coming to}
gether voluntarily, and sitting in couneil,
with ideas, with principles and views com
mensurate with all the States, and co ex-
tensive with the whole people, and con-
trast it with a Congress whose poliey, if
pewsisted in, will destroy the eountry, 1
regard it as more important than any Uen.
veution that has sat—at least since 1787,
[Renewed applanse.] T think I may also
suy that the declarations that were there
made are equal to those contained in the
Deelaration of Independence, [Cries of
“Gilorions,” and most enthusiastic aml pro
longed applause.] Your address and dee
larativns are nothinz more or less than a
re affirmation of the Constitution of the
United States.  [Cries of “Giood,” and ap-
pl:ul:e't.

Yes, I will go farther and say that the
declarations you have made, that the prin
ciples you have enunciated in your address,
are a second proclamation of emancipation
to the people of the United States.  [Re-
newed applause.]  For in proclaiming and
re—procluiming these great truths, you
bave laid down a constitutional platform

on which all, without reference to party,
can make common canse, cngzage in a coni— j
mon effort to break the tyranny which the

dominant party in Congress has so relent— |
les:ly exercised, and stand united tozether |
for the restoration of the States and the
preservation of the government.

The question only is the salvation of
the country; for cur country vises above |
all party considerations or inflnences.
[Cries of “Good,” and applause.] How
wany are there in the United States that
now require to be free?  They have the
ghackles upon their limbs, and are bound
as rigidly by the behests of party leaders
in the National Congress us though they
were in faet in glavery. 1 repeat, then,
that your declaration is the sceond procla—
mation of emancipution to the people of
the United States, and offers a common
ground upon which all patriots ean stand.
| Applause ]

In this conncetion, Mr. Chairman and
gentlemen, let me ask what have I to cain
more than the advancement of the public
welfare? I am as much opposed to the
indulgence of egotism as any one; but here,
in a conversational manner, while formally
receiving the proceedings of this Conven-
tion, I may be permitted again to inquire
what have I to gain consulting human am-
bition wore than I have gained, except
one thing-—thie consummation of the great
work of restoration? My race is nearly
run. I have been placed in the high of-
fice which I occupy by the Constitution of |
the country, and I may say that I have |
held from lowest to the highest, almost |
every station to which a man may attain |
in our Government. Ihave passed through |
avery position, from alderman of a villuge
to the Presideney of the United States.
And surely, gentlemen, this should be
enough to gratify a reasonable ambition.

If I had wanted authority, ov il I had
withed to perpetuate my own power, how
easily could 1 have held and wielded that
which was placed in my hands by the
measure called the Freedmen's Bureau

with the patronage and other appliances
of the Government, I could have proclaim-
ed myself dictator. [“That’s true!” and
applause.]

But, gentlemen, my pride and my am-
bition have been to occupy that position
which retains all power in the hands of
the people. [Great cheering.] It is upon
them L have always relied; it is upon them
I rngr now. [A voice, and the people will
not disappoint you, and I repeat that nei-
ther the taunts nor jeers of Congress nor
of a subsidized, calumniating press ean
drive me from my purpose. [Great ap-
planse.] T acknowledge no superior ex-
cept my God, the author of my existence,
and the people of the United States. [Pro-
longed and enthusiastic cheering.] The
commands of the one I try to obey as best
I can, compatible with poor humanity. As
to the other, in a political and represen
tative sense, the high behests of the people
bavo always been and ever will be respect-
ed and oboyed by me. [Applause.]

Mr. Chairman, 1 have said more than I
intended to say., For the kind allusion to
myself, eontained in your address, 1 thank
you. In this crisis and at the present
perivd of my public life, I hold avove all
price and shall cver recur with feelings of
profound gratification to the resolution
containing the endorsement of o Conven-
tion emanating spontaneously from the
great mass of the people. With consci-
entious conviction us my courage, the Con-
stitution as my guide, and my faith in the
people, I trust and hope that my future
action may be such that you and the Con-
vention you represent may not regret the
assurance of confidence you have 5 gen—
crously expressed.  [“We are sure of it.”]

Before separating, my friends, one and
all, please accept my hvartfelt thanks for
the Kind manifestations of respect you have
exhibited on this cecasion.
